One of the many blessings of this Institute comes from its 
immersion in the swirl and tumult of the very field we study. Housed in 
a department of psychiatry and medical school, we have never been 
shielded from the realities that face doctors and patients, researchers and 
therapists, legislators and tax payers. When I step forth from the delicious 
calm of the Oskar Diethelm Library, psychiatry, psychology, and medicine 
await me in all their ragged glory. 

One of the risks for those of us who have a foot in the clinic is 
to not let the prejudices and preconceptions of the present distort our 
attempts to grapple with the past. The opposite problem also exists, as 
some scholars grow disengaged from the struggles of their time. Having 
learned from Ted Carlson and the early members of this community, I 
have sought to maintain a balance between these competing poles both 
for myself and the Institute. 

This past year we initiated a pilot program to help with that 
aspect of our mission. The Institute has always supported a wide array 
of work, including research that pertains to mental health policy. My 
belief has been that good policy emerges from a deep understanding of 
what has been. This past year, the constant appearance of front page 
news related to psychiatry brought to my attention a need for more 
engagement between academic scholars and legislators focused on 
contemporary mental health concerns. For example, since the massacre 
in Newtown, Connecticut, profound questions have been raised about 
mental illness, violence, privacy, and access to treatment. To address these 
questions and many others, we have inaugurated a Mental Health Policy 
lectures series. We hope to bring together interested scholars and begin 
to raise awareness of the many issues that we might consider, issues with 
deep histories that still make news today. I am delighted to work with 
Megan Wolff, Rosemary Stevens, and Richard Friedman on this new 
endeavor. 

Marisa Shaari has been a wonderful steward of the Diethelm 
collection, as you will see from this report. I must add my thanks to Dr. 
Robert Michels, our long time member and friend, whose extraordinary 
donation made it possible to secure extremely rare and important additions 
to the library, ones that were central to both the founding of neuroscience 
and psychology. 

Enjoy this Annual Report and please support the Institute as 
we seek to expand our mission.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The Oskar Diethelm Library enjoyed a year of productivity and 
progress in 2012-2013. Increasing digital access to our materials remained 
the focus of many projects in the Library anda number of advancements 
were made in this area. Several notable donations were given to the library 
this year, expanding our already rich and varied collections. Researchers 
again took advantage of our remarkable resources to further explore 
various subjects in the history of psychiatry. 


Donations and Acquisitions 

The Library was very fortunate to receive funds from member 
Robert Michels, MD, to acquire several rare and valuable books seminal 
to the history of psychiatry and neurology. A complete write-up of this 
donation including the specific titles of the books purchased is included 
on page thirteen. We hope other members will consider similar 
contributions to the library. Without Dr. Michels’ support, we would not 
have been able to add these extraordinary works to the Library’s collection. 

Peter Wilson, MD, made a notable donation to the library this 
year as well. Dr. Wilson donated all the books from his office here at 
Weill Cornell Medical College. Included in the donation were some books 
that were entirely new to the collection, and which have helped to expand 
the scope of our holdings. 

Other donations were made by Doris Nagel, MD, William 
Frosch, MD, and Theodore Shapiro, MD. We are tremendously thankful 
to all our donors for their continued support and interest in the Library. 
In addition to the books that were added by donation, the Library 
continued to acquire newly published works in the history of psychiatry, 
thanks to the support of Friends like you. Over 50 new books were 
added to our catalog this year. 


Special Projects 

The Oskar Diethelm Library launched a new online exhibit: 
Good for What Ails You? Patent Medicines and Advertising Trade Cards. This 
exhibit was co-curated by our spring and summer 2012 library intern, 
Allison Cloyd, from the Pratt Institute Library Science graduate program. 
The exhibit developed out of a project to digitize a collection of visually 
compelling patent medicine advertising trade cards found in the Library. 


It delves into the history of patent medicines and their claims to cure all 
kinds of illnesses from nervous disorders, to headaches, to “female” 
complaints. Patent medicine companies used advertising cards to promote 
these products. The exhibit can be viewed on our website under the link 
titled “Online Exhibits.” We hope you will visit it if you haven’t already. 
The online exhibit has been supplemented with a physical exhibit of some 
of the trade cards in the Oskar Diethelm Library, so please be sure to 
stop in and see that as well. 


Archives and Manuscripts 

The Library’s finding aids for archival collections are now a part 
of the National Library of Medicine’s History of Medicine Finding Aids 
Consortium, a discovery tool providing keyword search services across a 
catalog of descriptions of primary source materials found in special 
collections and archives throughout the United States. 

The Library has recently joined the National Library of 
Medicine’s Directory of the History of Medicine Collections. This online 
database provides research, reference, and interlibrary loan services to 
scholars interested in the history of the health sciences. It is keyword 
searchable, with the ability to refine search results by categories such as 
organization type, state/province, country, collection subject strengths 
and organization name. 

Work continues on digitizing the existing finding aids for our 
archival collections. As each finding aid is digitized and proofed, it will be 
uploaded to our website for researcher access. 


Library Use 

As always, anumber of scholars, students, and residents used 
our library facilities for research this year. Researchers requested the 
papers of David Levy, Thomas Salmon, D.W. Winnicott, Clifford Beers, 
and mesmerism practitioner Jonathan Webster, among others. The Papers 
of the American Psychoanalytic Association remains one of our more 
heavily used collections. We hosted visitors from such far flung locales as 
Brazil, Australia, and the UK, while also assisting researchers closer to 
home.

A History 


The DeWitt Wallace Institute for the History of Psychiatry is 
an inter-disciplinary research unit whose objective is to carry out, 
encourage, and advise scholarship in a broad range of historical topics 
relevant to the present day theory and practice of psychiatry. Situated in 
the Department of Psychiatry of Weill Cornell Medical College (New 
York Presbyterian Hospital), the Institute serves as a meeting ground for 
historically oriented scholars from many disciplines. Its biweekly 
Richardson History of Psychiatry Research Seminar is attended by 
psychiatrists, psychologists, historians, students, and others, who also 
convene for working group meetings on the history of psychoanalysis 
and other topics. The Institute is the home of the Oskar Diethelm Library, 
arich collection of books, manuscripts, images, and esoterica that serves 
as an important resource for the study of psychiatry, psychoanalysis, and 
related fields. 

The foundation of the Institute was laid in 1936, when Dr. 
Oskar Diethelm, Chairman of the Department of Psychiatry and 
Psychiatrist-in-Chief of the recently opened Payne Whitney Psychiatric 
Clinic, began assembling books and journals important to the history of 
psychiatry, convinced as he was of their value to clinicians. Stimulated by 
this growing resource, Dr. Eric T. Carlson formally launched the History 
of Psychiatry Section (as the Institute was originally known) in 1958, 
when he received a grant from the National Institute of Mental Health 
to pursue research into the history of American psychiatry. At the same 
time, Dr. Diethelm appointed him to a newly created position as Director 
of the Section. 

Under the leadership of Dr. Carlson, the activities and 
collections of the History Section steadily expanded to serve a wide range 
of interests, from the education of medical students and residents to the 
exchange of ideas among a wide multidisciplinary group. In the early 
1960s, Dr. Carlson instituted a biweekly research seminar, which in 1993 
was renamed the Richardson Research Seminar in honor of the 
Richardsons’ generous support. 

When Dr. Diethelm retired in 1962, the Section’s rare books 
library was named in his honor. The Oskar Diethelm Library now contains 


over 50,000 printed items, including books, pamphlets, journals, and 
annual reports, constituting the most comprehensive collection of its 
kind in the United States. Initially, the emphasis was on collecting British 
and American works from the 17th, 18th, and 19th centuries as well as 
Renaissance works in Latin. As the Library grew, however, it developed 
major collections dating from the 15th century in French, German and 
Italian, as well as acquired selected works in Arabic, Dutch, Hungarian, 
Portuguese, Russian, Spanish, and Swedish. Furthermore, the Library 
holds nearly every edition of the monographs of such figures as Emil 
Kraepelin, Sigmund Freud, Isaac Ray and Benjamin Rush. The Library 
actively collects new books published in the history of psychiatry and 
seeks out rare and uncommon materials as resources allow. Newer 
acquisitions of rare materials have focused on early neurology and the 
study of the anatomy of the brain and nervous system. 

Psychiatry is afield with numerous antecedents, and the holdings 
of the Library are uncommonly rich and diverse. The Library possesses 
significant collections on the history of hypnotism, psychoanalysis, and 
the temperance movement, as well as materials related to the religious 
and medical debates on witchcraft, suicide, and sexual behaviors. It also 
holds many early and rare first-person accounts of psychiatric illness, 
alcoholism, and drug abuse. The Library owns complete runs of several 
crucial and uncommon journals, some of which are not available in full 
text online. Current journals published in the field are also available. An 
impressive collection of hospital and asylum reports of the 19th and 
early 20th centuries, amounting to more than 3,500 items, has been 
amassed. 

Dr. Diethelm recognized the value of knowledge contained in 
early dissertations written for the medical degree in pre-Enlightenment 
Europe. He traveled throughout Europe to identify them in foreign 
repositories and collected what he could for the Library, eventually 
collating his work into his Medical Dissertations of Psychiatric Interest before 
1750 (Basel: Karger, 1971). The Library’s collection of these theses now 
stands at nearly five hundred, all of which have been added to the online 
catalog. 

In 1976, the manuscript division of the Library was officially 
established, indicating its growing importance as a repository for the 
unpublished papers of many organizations and individuals vital to the 
history of psychiatry. The Library now houses over sixty manuscript 
collections. It holds the institutional papers of the American 
Psychoanalytic Association, the Group for the Advancement of 
Psychiatry, and the Cheiron Society (the International Society for the 
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History of Behavioral & Social Sciences), among others. The holdings 
of the papers of D.W. Winnicott and David Levy make it an important 
resource for the study of child psychiatry and psychoanalysis. Through 
the generosity of Dr. Bernard L. Diamond, primary sources have been 
amassed relating to cases vital to the history of forensic psychiatry, such 
as the M’Naughton trial and the Guiteau trial. There are notable holdings 
related to the American mental hygiene movement, biological psychiatry, 
and such renowned figures as Johann Spurzheim, Andrew and George 
Combe, Herbert Spencer, Francis Galton, S. Weir Mitchell, William James, 
G. Stanley Hall, August Forel, Morton Prince, Sigmund Freud, Clifford 
Beers, and Harry Stack Sullivan. The Library continues to collect papers 
of prominent figures and groups in psychiatry. 

From its earliest days, numerous scholars have worked in the 
Oskar Diethelm Library, publishing their discoveries as articles or books. 
From the Renaissance psychiatry that Dr. Diethelm pursued and the early 
American psychiatry that Dr. Carlson explored, the topics of inquiry 
have multiplied. The list has grown to include biographies of psychiatrists, 
psychologists, and pioneers in mental hygiene; accounts of the 
development of child psychiatry and changing attitudes toward children; 
books on psychoanalysis and its reception in various parts of the world; 
histories of psychiatry during specific periods, of particular mental 
hospitals that epitomized the development of the field, as well as sub- 
specialties such as the treatment of alcoholism or schizophrenia; studies 
in legal psychiatry; topics in British, German, and French psychiatry; 
histories and analyses of ideas and concepts in psychiatry, psychology, 
and psychoanalysis; works on the relationship between psychiatry, 
literature and religion; as well as investigations of multiple personality 
disorders and hypnosis. There are also two published volumes of symposia 
sponsored by the Institute, edited by Drs. Quen and Carlson. 

After the death of Ted Carlson in 1992, Dr. George Makari 
assumed the Directorship of the Institute. During his tenure, Dr. Makari 
has undertaken a number of initiatives, including the launching of the 
Cornell Studies in the History of Psychiatry book series, the inauguration 
of the Carlson Grand Rounds in the History of Psychiatry, the creation 
of specialized research working groups, and the modernization and 
professional cataloguing of the holdings of the Oskar Diethelm Library. 
In 1994, the Institute for the History of Psychiatry responded to the 
prospective razing of the Payne Whitney Clinic by moving the Library 
to temporary quarters at the New York Academy of Medicine. After a 
five year sojourn, the collection returned to the campus of Weill Medical 
College, where it now occupies state of the art facilities better suited to 
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protecting the rare and valuable materials from environmental risks such 
as humidity and temperature fluctuations, floods, or fire. 

The new century has been an active one for the Institute. Gifts 
from devoted supporters have endowed two more annual lectures: the 
Esman Lecture and the Stevens-Barchas lecture. A new fellowship in the 
history of psychiatry has helped to make the Institute a place of interest 
for psychiatric residents, who are eligible to become Rush Scholars and 
pursue a three-year tutorial with Dr. Makari. The professional librarians 
caring for the Oskar Diethelm Library have placed the library’s catalogue 
online, making its holdings searchable to researchers around the world. 
In addition to the research visits of scholars and students, the library 
hums every Wednesday with the traffic of faculty members attending 
lecture seminars or working group meetings. To expand the Institute’s 
leadership in the face of so much activity, Nathan M. Kravis was appointed 
Associate Director of the Institute in 2003. In 2009, in grateful recognition 
of longstanding support the Institute was re-christened The DeWitt 
Wallace Institute for the History of Psychiatry. 

Today the DeWitt Wallace Institute for the History of Psychiatry 
continues to serve as an invaluable resource for researchers, faculty, and 
program participants. Increased digitization and further networking with 
other institutions will make the holdings of the Oskar Diethelm Library 
and the activities of the Institute available to an ever-widening audience 
of scholars. Much of this work continues to be supported by the Friends 
of the Oskar Diethelm Library, a circle of supporters organized by Dr. 
Carlson in 1964 to underwrite the costs of the library and programming. 
The Friends’ regular membership has grown steadily, while larger grants 
from far-seeing individuals and foundations have permitted the awarding 
of fellowships, the acquisition of special collections, and historical 
materials. With ongoing support, the library and the Institute will continue 
to serve as important resources well into the future.

New Acquisitions at the Oskar Diethelm Library 


In October 2012 and May 2013, the Oskar Diethelm Library 
acquired thirteen extremely rare and valuable books thanks to the 
generosity of Robert Michels, M.D. Each of these works is seminal to 
the history of psychiatry in some way. The works cover varied and 
significant topics such as early neurology and studies of the brain and 
nervous system, the philosophical study of the mind, and legal insanity 
in relation to criminal acts. These books fill important gaps in the Library’s 
collection and will surely benefit scholars for many years to come. 


Willis, Thomas, Cerebri anatome: Cui Accessit Nervorum 


Descriptio et Usus, 1664. 


Willis, Thomas, Pathologiae Cerebri, et Nervosi Generis Specimen, 


1670. 


Thomas Willis (1621-1675) was 
a 17" century British physician known for 
his studies of the brain and nervous 
system. The Library was fortunate to 
acquire two of his most famous works. 


Cerebri anatome: Cui Accessit 
Nervorum Descriptio et Usus, (Anatomy of 
the Brain, with a Description of the 
Nerves and Their Function), published 
in 1664, is considered to have been the 
most complete and accurate account of 
the anatomy of the brain and nervous 
system of its day. In this work, Willis 
describes for the first time the circular 
arterial supply at the base of the brain, 
dubbed “the circle of Willis.” Cerebri 
Anatome wasa collaborative effort with 
his students, Richard Lower and Thomas 
Millington. The book contains intricate 
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Nervorun descriptio, Figuras IIT-V 





anatomical illustrations drawn by architect Christopher Wren, who 
designed a number of churches in England, including St. Paul’s Cathedral. 
Willis is credited with coining the term neurology in Cerebri Anatome.

Pathologiae cerebri, et Nervosi Generis Specimen: in quo ogitur de Morbis Convulsivis 
et Scorbuto, originally published in 1667, is considered to be among the 
earliest textbooks on nervous diseases. With a focus on the pathology 
and neurophysiology of the brain, Willis develops theories to explain the 
origin of epilepsy and other convulsive diseases. The Library acquired 
the 1670 edition printed in Amsterdam. 
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Hale, Sir Matthew, Historia placitorum coronae. The history of 
the pleas of the crown, 1736. 


Historia Placitorum Coronae (History of the Pleas of the Crown) is the 
most notable work of Lord Hale (1609-1676), a barrister and judge in 
17 century England who argued that only total insanity can absolve a 
person from criminal responsibility for their actions, a principle that still 
prevails in court cases today. Hale possessed tremendous literary talent 
and was an incisive critic and prolific writer, but little of his legal work 
was published in his lifetime. Even History of the Pleas of the Crown, the 
volume for which he is best known, was not published until 1736. In this 
work, Hale writes of capital offenses against the Crown and the associated 
legal procedures. He also explains partial and temporary insanity, and 
the differences between medical and legal insanity. The work remains 
one of the principal authorities on the common law of criminal offenses, 
and this first edition volume is an exciting addition to the Library 
collection.

Frank Nicholls (1699-1778), was 
a physician and anatomist who 
tended to George II from 1753- 
1760. He lectured on anatomy at 
Oxford and demonstrated the 
method of formation of 
aneurysm before the Royal 
Society. He studied nerves and 
arteries, making important 
observations about the regulation 
of blood pressure. This work, De 
Anima Medica, which theorized 
the triumph of spirit over matter, 
was the inaugural Lumleian 
lecture in 1748-49 and was 
published in 1750. 


Mead, Richard, Monita et Praecepta Medica, 1751. 


This is English physician Richard Mead’s (1673-1754) last book, a 
collection of case reports in which Mead makes observations relating to 
insanity, mania, and melancholia. The volume contains a chapter on 
madness, Mead’s views on which were highly influential in the developing 
field of psychiatry. Through the study of two cases, the physician deduced 
that insanity was incompatible with other major disease because the body 
could not sustain the two simultaneously. His theory was accepted as 
true for more than a century. This first edition work was printed in London 
by John Brindley. The Library holds other 18" century works by Mead. 
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Condillac, Etienne Bonnot, Essai sur Vorigine des 
connaissances, 1746. 


Condillac, Etienne Bonnot, Traite Des Sensations, 
1754. 


A French philosopher, epistemologist, and 

psychologist, Condillac (1715-1780) studied the 

philosophy of the mind and popularized the principles 

of John Locke in France. He was acquainted with the 

circle of Denis Diderot, Jean-Jacques Rousseau and 

the Encyclopaedists. Essai sur origine des connaissances 

humaines (Essay on the Origin of Human Knowledge), Condillac’s first 
book, attacked the notion that the mind served as a reservoir of innate 
ideas. Instead, Condillac argued that experience was the basis of intellect 
and knowledge. His work was a radical departure from accepted ideas in 
France and helped to establish his position in literary salons. 

Traité des sensations (Treatise on Sensations), published nine years 
later, is Condillac’s most significant work. In it, he questions Locke’s 
doctrine that all human knowledge is founded on sensation and reflection, 
and instead proposes that all ideas develop out of sensation alone. 

The Oskar Diethelm Library previously held only modern 
English reprints of Condillac’s titles, making these two works a significant 
addition to the collection. 
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Helvétius, Claude Adrien, De l’Esprit. 1758. 


Claude Adrien Helvétius (1715-1771) was a controversial French 
philosopher. His celebrated philosophical work De/’Esprit (On the Mind) 
was immediately banned for its attack on all forms of morality based on 

= religion, a stroke that helped 
to elevate it into an ideological 
cause célébre of the 18% 
century. Wildly popular, the 
book was translated into 
almost every European 
language. 

The Sorbonne 
condemned it as heretical, and 
ordered it burned in public. 
Helvétius was called to recant, 
and he made three retractions 
of the book. This copy is a 
clandestine re-issue of the 1st 
edition, only a few copies of 
which were printed and 
distributed to the author’s 
friends. 





Cabanis, Pierre Jean Georges, Ourvres Completes De Cabanis, 1823- 
1825. 


Pierre Jean Georges Cabanis (1757-1808) was a physician, physiologist 
and founder of what he called “human science.” Active during the French 
Revolution, he served as the Comte de Mirabeau’s friend and private 
physician during his illness and death. Cabanis is most well-known for 
his work Rapports du physique et du moral del‘homme (Relations of the Physical 
and the Moral in Man), an expanded version of a lecture series he deliverd 
at the National Institute for the Arts and Sciences at Paris, published in 
1802. He had contact with other philosophers of the time such as Diderot, 
d’Alembert, Condorcet, Condillac, and d’Holbach, and sought to continue 
their work in demystifying the body-soul relationship. His writings were 
especially critical to his friend, Phillippe Pinel, often called the founder 
of French Psychiatry. Though the library owns other texts by Cabanis, 
this complete collection of his work contains some of his writings not 
previously represented in the library. 
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Sewall, Thomas, The Pathology of Drunkeness or the Physical 
Effects of Alcoholic Drinks, 1841. 


Sewall (1786-1845), an American doctor, writer, and temperance activist, 
is known for his eight graphic drawings of “alcohol diseased stomachs,” 
four of which are included in this booklet. Dr. Sewall believed that alcohol 
was responsible for most human illnesses, and created the lithographs in 
an effort to illustrate “the drink evil’s” pathophysiology. The work was 
lauded by temperance leaders, one of whom sent 150,000 copies of 
Sewall’s lithographs to poorhouses, prisons, hospitals and schools, as well 
as to every household in the state of New York. “The blood vessels 
exhibited on the inflamed mucous coat really look as though they would 
bleed if roughly handled,” praised the National Intelligencer (Jan 20, 1842). 
“Tt speaks plainly yet positively to the drunkard. With his own eyes he 
may examine the very appearance of his own burnt stomach, and if he 
should not be reformed or alarmed by the facsimile, the letter by Dr. 
Sewall must awaken his sensibilities if he has one remaining spark of 
consciousness.” Sewall’s own moral conscience, however, was derided by 
some of his contemporaries. As a young physician in 1819, Sewall was 
arrested, charged, and found guilty of body snatching from local 
cemeteries, including the corpses of two former patients. Though a 
graduate of Harvard Medical School, he left the state in disrepute, 
resettling in Washington, D.C. where he became a founding faculty 
member of Columbian College (now George Washington University). 
Sewall had been a professor of anatomy for two decades when the 
lithographs received their acclaim. 
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“The Stomach of the Drunkard after a Debauch” 
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Bernard, Claude, Lecons sur la Physiologie et la Pathologie du 
Systeme Nerveux. J.B. Bailliere, 1858. 


Bernard (1813-1878) was a French physiologist whose 
interest in establishing the use of the scientific method 
in medicine helped to establish him as a “father” of 
modern experimental physiology. Bernard’s suggestion 
that blind experiments could be used to ensure the 
objectivity of scientific observations was a departure 
from contemporary standards. The physiologist was a 
keen observer. His work in neuro-physiology included 
a description of the origin and function of the chorda 
tympani, the cervical sympathetic system, and an 
examination of the vasomotor innervation of blood 
vessels. He also contributed to the present understanding 
of the concept of homeostasis, the tendency of an 
organism to self-regulate internal conditions. Lecons sur 
la Physiologie et la Pathologie du Systeme Nerveux isatwo 
volume set, containing the text for Bernard’s courseonthe nervous 
system given at the Collége de France where he was professor of 
experimental physiology. 
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Brown-Séquard, Charles Edouard, Course of lectures on the 
physiology and pathology of the central nervous system. Delivered 
at the Royal College of Surgeons of England in May, 1858, 1860.

His name is 
associated with a number of diseases and disorders, such as hereditary 
cerebellar ataxia (known as Marie’s ataxia), and the “Charcot-Marie Tooth,” 
a demyelinating peripheral neuropathy.

GRAND ROUNDS 


Professor Daniel Pick, whose most recent book The Pursuit of 
the Nazi Mind: Hitler, Hess, and the Analysts was released by Oxford 
University Press last year, delivered the seventeenth annual Eric T. Carlson 
Grand Rounds in May. The lecture, “The Pursuit of the Nazi Mind? 
Psychoanalysis and Politics in the Age of Extremes” reprised the contents 
of his book, and was followed after lunch by his Richardson History 
Seminar presentation, “‘Freud was a bad historian’ (Eric Hobsbawm). 
Reflections on Psychoanalysis, History and National Culture.” 

Professor of History at the University of London, Birbeck, Dr. 
Pick is also a fellow of the British Psychoanalytic Society, maintaining a 
part-time psychoanalytic practice in addition to his academic work. He 
has written extensively on modern cultural history and psychoanalysis, 
and his fluency in these two fields has allowed him to bring both the 
skills of a historian and of a trained psychoanalyst to bear on his subject 
matter. The warm reception of his latest book and the steady attention 
he provoked from his audience at Weill Cornell both served as evidence 
of his extraordinary historical and psychoanalytic sophistication. 

At Grand Rounds, Pick remarked first on the use of 
psychoanalysis as an explanatory link between neurosis and fascism. In 
the 1930s and 40s, observers of Germany noted the virulent nationalism 
growing within the nation and felt anxious about what they were seeing. 
In search of an explanation for the “mad mob” mentality of the body 
politic, onlookers reached for the language of the mind sciences that had 
been gaining traction in Europe since the 19" century — the most recent 
being psychoanalysis. Fascism, it seemed, could be understood as a form 
of neurosis, a turning of the death drive, of group psychology, and of 
the ego, id, and super-ego into political phenomena. In a crisis of 
modernity such as that brought to 20 century Europe by consecutive 
world wars, rational solutions to human problems were hard to find. The 
debate that emerged about the unconscious determinants of human 
political life has been the stuff of psychobiography and psychohistory 
through the present day but, as Pick points out in his book, by 1941 “a 
diagnostic political language about Nazism was already in circulation.” 
(Pick 49) It is the study of this early use of psychoanalysis as a framework 
for interpretation that is the project of Pick’s work. In the pages of The 
Pursuit of the Nazi Mind, and in the lecture by the same name, Pick examines 
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what one historian has called the “once influential, now ‘obsolete’, current 
of thought, which attributed the Nazi catastrophe to psychological 
causes.” (Linkum 152) With its unreason and messianic fantasies, fascism 
must have been the product of deranged minds. 

The episodic structure of Pick’s book allows for the examination 
of numerous persons and ideas, but at the heart of his study sits Rudolf 
Hess, the ultra-loyalist deputy Fuhrer who fled to (and crash-landed in) 
Scotland in 1941, ostensibly to make peace. Apprehended by a farmer 
and a member of the Home Guard, Hess became a prisoner of the Allies, 
whose intelligence officers scrutinized him for motives and military secrets. 
Instead of yielding straightforward wartime intelligence, however, Hess’s 
personal oddities, claims of amnesia, and attempt at suicide made him a 
fascinating case study of the deranged “Nazi Mind.” “He was 
conceptualised variously, or in combination, as obsessional, hysterical, 
paranoid and schizoid; a malingerer, manipulator and fantasist; highly 
neurotic; dissociated and confused; perverse and phobic.” The 
unconscious mind that Hess’ psychoanalytic captors hoped to understand 
proved to bea bit too open to interpretation. Unlike other wartime codes, 
it was not a language amenable to translation. 

Psychohistory has been thoroughly —and vehemently - critiqued 
by practitioners both of history and of psychoanalysis, and to comment 
on it at all is to navigate a careful line between studying and utilizing the 
Freudian gaze. With his restrained style, Pick largely avoided the 
methodological and historiographic pitfalls of such work, refraining at 
all times from placing Hess or any other figure on the couch himself. 
The aim of the book, he explained to the Grand Rounds audience, is not 
to create a new psychohistory of the Nazis, nor to utter a new “last 
word” on the minds of Hitler and Hess, but to historicize the project of 
psychohistory itself. What was produced mid-century was diverse, though 
historians often present it as monolithic. Psychohistory remains an 
important resource in trying to understand the context of political 
ideologies. Like anthropologists, historians can have much to learn by 
reconstructing other modes of thought. 

During the Richardson Seminar, Dr. Pick continued to grapple 
with the historiographical questions, posing the question: What place 
does psychoanalysis have in British history? The query was rhetorical 
and easily dispatched. Pick noted that British historians have almost never 
engaged psychoanalytic theory as a form of analysis, then asked, why 
haven’t they. “Why hasn’t British history made a place for psychoanalysis?” 
A significant minority of American historians engaged with the theory, 
so much so that by the1970s psychoanalysis seemed to be the new frontier 
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for historians. “You cannot ignore the unconscious,” remarked Pick. While 
British clinicians seem to have agreed, incorporating psychoanalytic theory 
into clinical practice, British historians appear to have set the unconscious 
aside. A review of British historiography reveals a dearth of 
psychoanalytically informed history writing in the United Kingdom. Pick 
addressed the rest of the seminar session to possibilities for this absence. 
Perhaps omission is straightforward: the British simply dislike theory; 
they are ambivalent about it. Perhaps they are particularly ambivalent 
about importing continental ideas into British intellectual life. Perhaps 
the gap is the result of conservatism within the field of British history, 
which has never been given to an interdisciplinary approach. Perhaps the 
question, like so many aspects of historiography and historical 
interpretation, is open to further study, more research, and future seminars 
conducted with the skill and insight of this year’s excellent Carlson lecturer.

We are delighted to announce the inauguration of a lecture se- 
ries, “Issues in Mental Health Policy.” The impetus for this series has 
been the ongoing press of current events, which have made it impossible 
to ignore the multitude of policy issues we face. Through our events we 
will search for historical understanding, and examine epidemiology — what 
we know, what we don't know, what may be placed in new context — so as 
to address the many important questions that relate to mental health and 
illness in the 21st century. 

The series is curated by a committee consisting of Professor 
Rosemary Stevens, an internationally renowned scholar on hospitals and 
health policy, Dr. Megan Wolff, a scholar on the history and policy of 
public health, New York Times Science Times contributor and Professor of 
Clinical Psychiatry, Dr. Richard Friedman, and Dr. George Makari, direc- 
tor of the DeWitt Wallace Institute for the History of Psychiatry 

The inaugural lecture, “Medicating Our Soldiers: Use or Misuse 
of Psychotropic Drugs by the Military?” was presented by Dr. Richard 
Friedman on April 24, 2013. Before a large and engaged audience, Dr. 
Friedman presented his observations that an enormous increase in mili- 
tary prescriptons of psychoactive drugs since the beginning of the Iraq 
war (700% between 2005 and 2011) is likely to be accompanied by signifi- 
cant off-label use. In an effort to stem the attrition of troops from com- 
bat stress disorders like PTSD, traumatized troops receive off-label regi- 
mens whose long-term effects are little known. Amidst numerous ques- 
tions anda lively audience discussion, Dr. Friedman presented an inter- 
diction to caution, as well as a reminder that studies of these off-label 
uses might help in development of new treatment guidelines for com- 
bat-related syndromes, some of which might benefit not just soldiers but 
the general population.

George J. Makari, M.D., the Director of the DeWitt Wallace Institute 
for the History of Psychiatry, serves as a Professor of Psychiatry at the 
Weill Cornell Medical College, and as an Adjunct Professor of Psychiatry 
at the Center for Psychoanalytic Training and Research at Columbia 
University, as well as an Adjunct Professor at Rockefeller University. His 
work on several editorial boards continues at the Journal of the History of 
Behavioral Sciences, American Imago, and Academic Psychiatry. His history, 
Revolution in Mind, appeared in Spanish and German, and in February, Dr. 
Makari delivered a lecture to the National Conference on Psychoanalysis 
in Mexico City, Mexico. In May he provided an interview, “How I Became 
a Historian,” to the H-Madness blog. He blogs (infrequently!) with 
Psychology Today. (http://www.psychologytoday.com/experts/george- 
makari-md), teaches history of psychiatry and psychodynamics and directs 
the Psychodynamics Psychotherapy Clinic of Payne Whitney Clinic. He 
is completing a history of the mind and medicine through the 
Enlightenment. 


Robert Michels, M.D., was a discussant on a panel at a symposium that 
was a tribute to Roy Schafer at Mt. Sinai Medical Center, and presented 
Grand Rounds at the University of Miami-Miller School of Medicine, 
and New York University School of Medicine. He participated in two 
panels at the winter meeting of the American Psychoanalytic Association, 
and on two panels at the Association for Psychoanalytic Medicine. He 
presented an invited lecture at the “Philosophical Issues in Psychiatry 
Il” Conference at the University of Copenhagen. Dr. Michels is a member 
of IHOP’s Working Group on the History of Psychoanalysis. He is 
Deputy Editor of The American Journal of Psychiatry and is active on the 
editorial boards of Psychiatry and Psychoanalytic Quarterly. 


Doris B. Nagel, M.D., is revising the rough draft of her manuscript, a 


study of the treatment of a psychotic patient by numerous eminent 
psychiatrists with varying orientations, during the first half of the 20th 
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century. During the next year Dr. Nagel hopes to make continuing 
progress towards completion of this long term project. 


Mallay Occhiogrosso, M.D., is an Assistant Professor of Psychiatry at 
Weill Cornell Medical College, an Assistant Attending Psychiatrist at New 
York Presbyterian Hospital, and a senior fellow of the Personality 
Disorders Institute of Weill Cornell Medical College. She is a former 
director of the Richardson History of Psychiatry Research Seminar and 
a clinician and researcher specializing in women’s mental health and 
personality disorders. She currently is the recipient of a NARSAD Junior 
Investigator Grant to study the effects of in-utero SSRI exposure on 
pulmonary function. In the fall of 2012 she was a lecturer in women’s 
mental health at the Weill Cornell Salzburg seminar in psychiatry held in 
Salzburg, Austria, and in the spring of 2013 she spoke on SSRIs and 
pulmonary safety in newborns at the annual meeting of the American 
Psychiatric Association in San Francisco. 


Orna Ophir, Ph.D., delivered papers at a series of conferences this 
year, including the Psychoanalysis and Laughter Conference at Fordham 
University and the Culture and Society conference at Middlesex University 
in the UK. She made presentations at the Shalvata Mental Health Center, 
Tel Aviv, and also at the Cogut Center for the Humanities at Brown 
University, where she served asa visiting scholar in February. She is pleased 
to have signed a contract with Resling Publications for her book, “On 
the Borderland of Madness - Psychosis, Psychiatry and Psychoanalysis 
in Postwar USA,” and to have been appointed Adjunct Associate Professor 
in Clinical Psychology at Long Island University, where she will begin 
teaching in the fall of 2013. 


Louis A. Sass, Ph.D., has been active giving talks this academic year. In 
September, 2012, he served as an invited speaker at the Conference on 
Phenomenology of Affective Disorders at the University of Durham 
(U.K.). In October he delivered two plenary lectures at the Colombian 
Association of Psychiatry in Cali, Colombia, and in February he delivered 
an invited lecture at the University of Essex (U.K.). In April, 2013 Sass 
completed the academic year with the keynote address at the conference, 
“Models of Consciousness and Clinical Implications,” at the Lorentz 
Center of Leiden University, Holland. 


Theodore Shapiro, M.D., is a charter and current member of IHOP’s 
Working Group on the History of Psychoanalysis, and continues his work 
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with Barbara Milrod as co-PI on a pilot study of psychodynamic 
psychotherapy for anxious children and adolescents. He is Director of 
the Sackler Infant Psychiatry Program and continues to offer a course 
on developmental principles to the PG III residents, and a reading course 
for second year Child an Adolescent Psychiatry Fellows. He also isa 
principle teacher in the weekly Child and Adolescent Clinical Case 
presentation. He will deliver the Wilson Lecture at the Psychoanalytic 
Institute of NYU in September, 2013. He has published one book review 
in the JAPA and is collaborating with Barbara Milrod, John Markowitz, 
Myron Hoffer et.el. on a position paper on separation anxiety accepted 
for publication in the American Journal of Psychiatry. 


Paul E. Stepansky, Ph.D., continues to pursue research on the 
professionalization of women in medicine, nursing, and social work and 
on the past, present, and future of primary care medicine in America. 
His precirculated paper, “When Generalist Values Meant General Practice: 
Family Medicine in Post-W WII America,” was featured at a luncheon 
symposium on “When Specialization Did and Did Not Take Place: The 
Power of Generalist Values in Modern Medicine” at the May, 2013 meeting 
of the American Association for the History of Medicine. His essays on 
medicine and health care in America, published on his blog site, “Medicine,

Rosemary A. Stevens, Ph.D., M.P.H., has continued her research on 
the beginnings of the modern veterans’ health care system, represented 
by the establishment of a new federal organization, the United States 
Veterans Bureau, in 1921 — which almost immediately ran into problems.

Hannah S. Decker, Ph.D., fellow (1967-1970), continues to teach in 
the Department of History at the University of Houston, in the 
Menninger Dept. of Psychiatry at the Baylor College of Medicine, and at 
the Center for Psychoanalytic Studies, Houston. She published a new 
book, The Making of DSM-III: A Diagnostic Manual’s Conquest of American 
Psychiatry (Oxford Univ. Press, 2013). A podcast of an interview about it 
will be available shortly through the New Books Network on “New 
Books in Psychology.” Dr. Decker also published an article for Mad in 
America, “Why the Fuss Over DSM-5, Just When Did the DSM Start to 
Matter Anyway, and How Much Longer Will it Hold Sway?” as well as a 
piece in the Psychiatric Times, “Corporate Profits and the DSMs: The Case 
of the Tobacco Industry.” 


Eric J. Engstrom, Ph.D., fellow (2000-2001), is currently a research 
associate in the Department of History at the Humboldt University in 
Berlin, Germany. As a member of the research unit on “Cultures of 
Madness in Berlin, 1870-1930” he is continuing to conduct research for 
a book on the history of forensic cultures in Berlin before the First World 
War. This past year he co-edited a special issue of the Journal of Social 
History on “The Politics of Suicide: Historical Perspectives on Suicidology 
before Durkheim,” and Volume Eight of the papers and correspondence 
of the German psychiatrist Emil Kraepelin. He published several articles, 
one with Dr. Kenneth Kendler on Richard von Krafft-Ebing in Psychological 
Medicine, another on the history of psychiatry and neuroscience in the 
Handbook of Clinical Neurology, and a review essay on the “History of 
Psychiatry and its Institutions” in Current Opinion in Psychiatry.

Finally, he contributed a paper on “The History 
of Psychiatry as Interdisciplinary History: The Impact of Philosophy 
and Psychology on Historical Developments in Psychiatry, 1867-1917” 
for aconference on “Philosophical Issues in Psychiatry: The Nature and 
Sources of Historical Change” at the University of Copenhagen in 
Denmark. 


James Wilk, Ph.D., fellow (2009 - 2010), has continued teaching and 


research at the University of Oxford and has also begun teaching on the 
doctoral program in Clinical Psychology at the University of 
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Hertfordshire, England. In New York City he embarked on a project at 
the new Center for the History of Medicine and Public Health (est’d 
2012) and has continued his work in global urban health at the New York 
Academy of Medicine. In October 2012 he lectured on “Michael Foulkes 
and the Revolution in Psychoanalytic Thinking” to the Faculty Group 
and Family Therapy Conference in the Dept. of Psychiatry at Mt. Sinai 
School of Medicine.

He also continues his 
private clinical practice and is working on a couple of monographs at the 
intersection of philosophy, cybernetics, and psychoanalysis.

Raymond Raad, M.D., M.P.H., was a Benjamin Rush Fellow from 
2009 until the end of his residency in 2013, and is now a research fellow 
in Law, Ethics, and Psychiatry at the New York State Psychiatric Institute, 
and a psychoanalytic candidate at Columbia. As a Benjamin Rush scholar, 
he began with a tutorial in the history of psychiatry, and then published 
a paper in the American Journal of Psychiatry on the development of moral 
treatment at the York Retreat in England in the early 1800s. He then 
went on to write, with Professor Paul Appelbaum, a history of involuntary 
hospitalization in the United States, which will be published as a lead 
chapter in a book on involuntary hospitalization [in press].
